(c) a nucleic acid molecule which is differentially 
expressed in cancer that hybridizes under stringent 
hybridization conditions of 50% formamide/6X SSC at 42*^0 for 
at least 10 hours or 6X SSC at 68**C without formamide for at 
least 10 hours to the nucleic acid molecule of (a) or (b); 
or 

(d) a nucleic acid molecule which is differentially 
expressed in cancer having at least 90% sequence identity to 
the nucleic acid molecule of (a) or (b) . 

Claim 2 (original) : The nucleic acid molecule according 
to claim 1/ wherein the nucleic acid molecule is a cDNA-

Claim 4 (original) : The nucleic acid molecule according 
to claim. 1, wherein the nucleic acid molecule is a mammalian 
nucleic acid molecule. 

Claim 5 (original) : The nucleic acid molecule according
